Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-21, drawn to a sale quantity information coordination service 
system and terminal device having terminals providing information page 
offering information and sale quantity information on sale units and sales 
prices; and a coordinator terminal comprising a means for sale quantity 
information request, a means for compilation that compiles a plurality of 
sets of sales quantity information, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 

II. Claims 22-34, drawn to a sale promotional information coordination 
service system and terminal device having a coordinator terminal 
comprising a means for process element and method provider terminal 
registration, a means for sales promotional information registration, a 
means for providing sales promotional information, a means for elements 
and method provider terminal verification, and a means for charging the 
that charges a process element provider terminal that has registered the 
sales promotion information for a fee, classified in class 705, subclass 14. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such 
as having a means for sales promotional information registration, a means for providing 
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sales promotional information, a means for terminal verification, and a means for 
charging.

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
